FOREWORD 


THE  Persian  government  is  about  to  increase  the  taxation  and 
restrictions  on  the  export  of  Persian  antiques.  Consequently, 
last  summer  while  I  was  in  Teheran  on  my  yearly  purchasing  trip, 
I  decided  to  ship  out  all  my  stock  which  had  accumulated  there  over 
a  period  of  several  years.  My  overcrowded  New  York  galleries 
did  not  provide  space  for  this  new  collection;  I  therefore  sent  it 
direct  to  the  American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc., 
with  instructions  to  dispose  of  it  at  unrestricted  public  sale. 

Genuine  antiques  are  now  very  scarce  in  Persia,  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  fine  pieces  presents  more  problems  yearly.  The  direct  result, 
of  course,  is  an  increase  in  values.  By  this  auction,  however,  I 
offer  a  splendid  opportunity  to  museums  and  lovers  of  fine  art  to 
enrich  their  collections  with  rare  and  genuine  pieces,  at  their  own 
prices. 

This  collection  is  the  most  complete  I  have  ever  offered  at  public 
auction — most  of  the  pieces  I  have  as  yet  shown  to  no  one.  The 
dates  given  in  the  catalogue  are  conservative  and  correct;  the  de- 
scriptions are  brief  and  in  no  way  do  justice  to  the  beauty  and  rarity 
of  many  of  the  items.  I  trust  that  connoisseurs  and  collectors  will 
inspect  my  collection  in  order  to  appreciate  and  ascertain  for  them- 
selves its  high  quality.
